Claims 31-34, 49-60, 64-65, 74-97, and 102-105 are cancelled without prejudice. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1, 30, 61-63, 66-73, and 98-101, as drawn to a heparin-binding peptide consisting 
of SEQ ID NO: 1, 5 (elected, core to other three peptide sequences, rejoined by Examiner), 8, 
and 37, or a composition thereof or a carrier conjugate thereof, are not reasonably taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record. The carrier molecules of the conjugates of claim 61 find 
description and support on pages 34-35.
